Dr. J. B. Guthrie, the young Can- 
adian physician, who has been cutting 
such a wide swath among Seattle 
"bloods" since bis arrival about two 
months ago, has suddenly taken flight 
and has disappeared from his old haunts 
an . ucquaintuiicos, or it might more 
)jr. [icrly be said — his victims. The en- 
gagiiij young doctor left .Seattle on tho 
Prcp'ie.r Tuesday night last, for the sole 
reason tliat the town was getting too hot 
to hold him. In a word. Dr. Guthrie 
has turned out to be a forger, swindler 
and confidence man of the deepest hue, 
aud is as thoroughgoing a rascal us it is 
possible to conceive of. Coming to 
Seattle with letters of introduction from 
well-known men in Canada, ho insinuat- 
ed himself into the good ^graces of a 
large number of prominent men in 
Seattle; M well fts 'others, and brazen- 
lyvi^windled thew to the extent of 
his conscienceless ability. To such nn 
extent did this candidate for the peni- 
tentiary carry his operations th&t yes- 
terday morning Mr. Charles Kittinger, 
one of the doctor's many victims, swore 
out a warnmt for his arrest in Justice 
Kivera' court, and placed it in a con- 
stable's hands for service. But the war- 
rant came too late. Dr, Guthrie had 
gone to Vancouver some time before 
Mr. Kittinger could get out his papers. 
When Dr. Ciutlirie came to .Seattle two 
mouths ago he brought with him two 
letters of introduction, one of which, 
from Professor Williuni H. Henderson, 
of Queen's university, at Kingstmi, Ciin- 
ada, he presented to Dr. 1'. B. M. .Miller; 
tho other to Mr. Charles Kittinger from 
Mr. .-Vbliott, manager of the Canadian 
I'aeilic railroad at Vancouver. Guthrie 
also presented himself to Mr. A. li. 
.Stewart, of Stewart it Holmes, who had 
known his father in Guelph, ('niiadu. 

To Dr. Miller young Guthrie, for he 
is only '24 years old, unbosomed himself 
first. His excellent recummcndutions 
causoil L)r. Miller to take more of un iu- 
teroai iu the young man than he other- 
wise woidd have done As Guthrie 
wished to gain a practice here. Dr. 
Miller ottered to helii him all he could. 
He first took an oiEce iu the Columbia 
house, but vacated that in about two 
weeks, and then wont out to Ballard, 
ostensibly to practice medicine. He 
hired an office there ond also lodgings, 
but spent most of his tinio in Seattle. 
It did not take long fm' him to extend 
his aeiiuiiiiilance, and shortly he knew 
most everyone in town worth knowing. 
He gave out that ho had gone into part- 
nersliip with Dr. Miller, l)ut this state- 
ment was umiualiliedly false. Guthrie's 
melliods of swindling were audacious. 
l''roin the start he borrowed money and 
])aid some of it hack in inder to extend 
ilia credit. He operated principtdly by 
checks and drafts, and hail them cashed 
whcuevi-r he could. His favorite method 
was to go to some friend and get 
liim to eniliirse a draft on his father. 
This was generally done after banking 
hoiira, or else an expected draft from 
palcrfumilias had not come and he must 
iiave money. And at first this clever 
young swiniUer had not tho slightest 
dilli ;ulty ill getting his drafts caslied, 
to whonieve.- ho applied. How could a 
young man, thought they, of such good 
fandly connection, of such insinuating 
address and audi a bon homine air, be 
guilty of such atrocious cussedness? 
Sue' I 8 thought at first did not enter 
their minds. Young Mr. Guthrie had 
but to pull the string and forth came the 
.'Vmcrican eagle ! It muttered not 
whom; doctors, lawyers, bankors, drug- 
gists and business men — a goodly por- 
tion of Seattle's 400, lielped contribute 
toward this young scamp s support. He 
was addicted to guiubliiig, and he had 
t he lucre to induTgo in it ; he had good 
living, good wine, good cigars and — a 
prei lous good tiipe. And, vulgarly 
spe.iking, the "suckers" looked on and 
ap))l ludod, because ho was a good fel- 
low. 

(Iutlirie spent a great deal of time at 
the Riinier ho'.el, and his famous game 
of p.jol there with (Japtain Mallaby in 
\v ' , li ho won .§2,100 from the Knglish 
i,u ied'.er and did not get, is still fresh 
in !ro minds of many. It is latlier 
Inu;: liable when one cimieo to think of 
the alfair.

CoLaMBua, O., Jan. 24. — There is 
scene of death and destruction in this 
city to-night. A few moments after i 

jk an alarm of fire was sounded 
An explosiou had occurred ut the 
double residence of Michael Bowers aud 
•John Marriot, at the corner of Wall and 
Noblo allies. The cause of the calamity 
was an accumulation of natural gas in 
the cellar. The city has recently beeu 
supplied with natural gas, uiid loading 
past the house occupied by Marriot 
and Bowers, is one of the mains 
through which the gas is furnished to 
the public. The pipes had broken, and 
the explosive fuel had found its way 
through the fissures in tho ground to 
cellar, which was the seat of tho horror. 
It became ignited in some unknown 
manner and exploded with terrific force, 
wrecking the budding and filling the air 
with flying debris. ^Irs, Marriott was 
blown out of the house, aud a man 
named (v'>uMing, who was standing 
near the structure, wais blown 
aoross the street.. Mrs. Marriott was 
curried across tho street . and into the 
residence of Wra. Janies. Dr. Wissin- 
ger, a prominent physician, was called 
to attend her injuries. The bouse 
where the injured lady lay was soon 
crowded with people, uttracted by the 
accident, ond it was soon necessary to 
close the doors that no more might en- 
ter. Little knew those scores of spec- 
tators huddled around the stifTeror that 
they were standing on a death trap. 
.Suddenly the air was rent by a thunder- 
ous exjilosion, which made the 
earth ouake, and filled the air 
with flying timbers, bricks aud 
debris of all kinds. Darkness 
ensued, and then a death-like stillness 
reigned fm' a few moments. It was 
broken by sliricka and death groans. 
The house in which lay the powerless 
form of -Mrs, Marriott, had been blown 
to pieces, and its occupants buried be- 
neath the wreck. Hundreds of spec- 
tatoid who lined tlio sidewalks were 
knocked violently iirouml by the shock, 
and were laid powerless. Then, to cap 
the climax, a team of sjiirited horses at- 
taclu'il to one of the lire department 
laililer trucks became frenzied by the 
I'Xiilosion and ilaslicd away into the 
crowd, carrying death in their wake. 
They ran over and badly injured 
scores of people. A beautiful 
little babe was knocked from its mo- 
ther's arms, and fulling beneath the 
wheels of the vehicle was crushed to 
death. As soon as the maddened steeds 
had disappeared in the darkness muny 
of the s|ioctatora and firemen who" had 
been uyinjuredjby either of the horrors, 
turnedl::ta4r;.'attentipn to digging out 
the persons biiried beneath the ruins of 
the house. Guided by the erics and 
moans of the mangled ami dying, men 
groped in the darkness, inilliiif,' out a 
de.id lioily lirrc and a in.uiglc.l, yet liv- 
ing, fiiriu there; and cnuveyi iij^ tliem to 
restiug-pliices. Groups of men, women 
and children gathered around the jiros- 
trate forms, and blood-eurdline 
shrieks made the awful scent more 
i-evoiting, as friends recognized friends, 
injured or dead ; or parents found their 
niulilated children uid vice versa. It 
reiiuireil several hours to remove all the 
dead and injured from the ruins, and it 
is not yet known who or hiiw nuuiy are 
the vietiiiis. The following is a list of 
the killed and wounded so far as ascer- 
t.iined.

John Marriott ; infant son of Charles 
Heny ; James Seymour ; nu unknown 
white m ini an unknown babe, injured;

A DECIDED JMFJiOVEMENT. 

The News-Advertiser apparently can- 
not realize that an Island journalist 
' UOU deprecate aeotionalisin from diain- 
-terested 'motives. It sceins not to be 
able to imagine that anyone on tlie 
Island desires to see the question of tlie 
re-udjustnient of representation dia- 
cuaaed calmly without acrimony, and 
with an earnest desire thdl justice siiuli 
he done to all sections of the province. 
We are quite sure that there are many 
on the Island and in the capital who 
wish to see this liuaiiiesa conducted in a 
spirit of fairness. Tliuy want l o undue 
advantages lor tlieinselvea, neither do 
they feel like siibiiiitting to injustice. 
They are, \vc aresutistied, misjudged by 
theMaiulaud newspapei-s, which evident- 
ly think that tliey please their readers 
when they represent the citizens of Vic- 
toria as greeily and arrogant and un- 
willing to concede lo the j)eoplu of the 
Alainlanii wlmt ia justly llieir due in 
this mutter of representation. This is 
not tho spirit in which to take up a 
question which every one sees is both 
deiicale and ditheuit. The Mainlanu 
newspapers claim tliut thej', and those 
for whom Ibcy spe.ik, want nothing but 
what is fair aud reasonable, why do 
they not give the people of Victoria 
credit for being as fair-minded and ae 
reaso.iubla us they profess to be them- 
selves? Do they think that the business 
of redistribution will be done more 
speedily and inoie satiafuctorily 
if tho preliminaiy discussion is wel. 
spiced with abusd , of Victoria!:s 
aud the lalkndera . jgeuerully ? If they 
do they willlind that thep have made n 
serious mistake. Very few men like ti. 
liear themselves abused and misrepre- 
sented, and bodies of men are even 
nio;e seiiaitivc tiiim individuals. Would 
it not be as well for our neif/liborj to 
import a little civility into tho discus- 
sion of this matter ? Would iv not be 
both wiser and more agreeable to re- 
frain from saying disagreeable things 
About the people on this side of the 
Gulf? We hope that when our contem- 
poraries in Vancouver come to tliiiil; 
over tho matter coolly tliey will see that 
it will be better in every way to speak 
of Viotoriaus as if they ;^were lUnlosk aa 
good and an amenable to reaaon 'aa the 
citiiions of Vanoouvef. Civility costs 
nothing, and it goes a long way in 
making intercoui.se with nei),'hbor.^ 
smooth and pleasiuu. We are ^Uul Vi 
see that tho Xewa-Adverliaer is leaning 
in this direction. Although ita ur- 
ticle in Thursday's issue is not by any 
means charitable in its judgment of the 
citizens of Victoria, it is milder in ita 
tone and far more cun dliatory than it 
has been of hUe. Uiir evening contem- 
porary li.ul in.idu aoiuc aliii.jioa of tlie 
deuire ou tlie p.u t of some on tlv; .Main- 
land to remove the capital of tho prov 
ince from the Island ; this is what the 
News-Advertiser says in reply : 

"It is Hcurcely necessary to refer in 
thia ailly story .bout the removal of thi 
Capital which is being drawn across thi- 
track to divert atteiitUHi from the red 
object of the .M,inil,iiiil Assncialion — 
fair and reasonable rcpreseiiiation loi 
the Mainland. We had sii|)pose<l that 
tho discua.iiona on I lie same tedious 
matterin ls^^and I8S!) had s.itialieil 
everyone that no such pr<i|K)Hal had ever 
been conai' lei ■■il among the people ol 
the iliiiiilaiui. It woulil ba a deliborute 
and wicked waste of money, an injury 
to the whole province, and a serious de- 
triment to its progress to entertain sucli 
a proposition ior a moment. Certainly, 
the people of Vancouver have never en- 
tertained such an idea. There are fc\^', 
we think, who upon consideration would 
claim that if the seat of Goveriinient 
were here, it would exercise any iriitei ■ 
ial influence on the prosperity of the 
place.

THU TRADE RETURNS 

"Tables of tho Ti ade and Navigation 
of the Daminioii of Canada" ia tho bine 
book in wWch the Canadian man of 
bu'siuess takes tho gi.'oatost intereiit. 
lie finds in it a recoid of the trade, not 
only of the wholn Dominion but of each 
ol tho provinces, for the past year, and 
t'.iere ore tables in the book which 
enable him to compare the returns of 
that year with many preceding years. 
He is able from this to form a rough 
estimate of tho coimnerciol condition of 
the whole country or of any particular 
province— whether it is progressing, 
whether it is stationary, or whether it 
is falling behind. He can ' also find in 
tlie book the countries with which the 
Dominion does business, and ho is en- 
abled to compare tho relative trade im- 
portance of any or all of those countries 
to the Dominion. The reader may iii- 
fi r from thia that tho trade and naviga- 
tion returns aro rather lively reading, 
and a perusal of thenr would be an 
agreeable occupation for an idle hour. 
The reader who takes up tho book under 
ibis inipressiou will, we fear, lie griev- 
ously disappointed. Tho book will ap- 
pear to him ut first a kind of arithmetic- 
al puzzle. He will see little else than 
ccduiuns upon columns of figures, and ho 
may not for a while be able to extract 
any meaning out of them; aa for 
being amused or intereated by poring 
over these forinidablo rows of figures 
w itli here and there a few words of let- 
terpieaa to e.'^plain their significance, 
that ia out of the question. liut- if he 
ia a student of politics, or has auy iutor- 
est in tho progress of tho country ami in 
the condilion of its commerce bo will in 
a little while become reconciled to the 
lalilcs, and be able to cxtr.icl the infor 
tiiulion that he waiila from the hgnres 
that so' bewildered hiniat first..^ For in- 
stance a little patient study will show 
him that there were ex|)orted from 
the Dominion last year .?.S'J,1S!»,- 
.■;M worth of coniiiiiidities and that the 
\ alue of the gnriils iiiipiuteil wasidl,),- 
■iJ-l,U31, aud that of these $U)!),t)7.'), 117 
worth were entered for consumption. 
The conclusion he would immediately 
como to ia that tho balance of trade 
against the Dominion ia ^'2(J,03!),7G4 
This ho might regard aa a very great 
misfortune, us many do, or 
might consider aa a matter of no kind 
of consequence, and certainly no 
a ign that the country is in a bad way 
commerciolly. Thia "balance of trade" 
i.s a stumbling block to many. They 
c uinot for the life of them see how if ia 
liiat the couutry which is allowed ou all 

h. uida to be the richest in tlie world; 
iinponts every year^a 'great deal mor^ 
I'aan she exports."' The balance of trad6 

i. s always against Great Britain and yet 
Hhe has money to lend to every couutry 
that wants to borrow and can oflor good 
.aflcurity, and that her capitalists are 
making investments in every country 
under the sun wMre ^ money is to be 
made. ■ 

If the student of the tables wants to! 
find out where the products of the Dam 
inion go to and who is her best custom- 
er, he will not have far to look. One table 
.-how s him thai last year the aggregate 
Made of the Dominion with Great 
IJi itain was SS0,422,51j, and that her 
trade with tho United States amounted 
tn 804,059,840. He will find from an 
otiier table that Canadiana exported to 
the Mother Country ,?:iS, 10,"), I2lj worth 
of products and to the United 
.-states SI.'l, 522,404 worth, A 
tie more research will show 
him that we imported from Great 
r.iitain last year 542,317,389 worth of 
goods, and oar imports from the State 
were valued at i.)0,o37,440. There i 
1 lod for rellectiou in tlieao facts, and if 
lie is thoughtful they will sot him think 
iug about reciprocity and Imperial con 
f ederation and commercial union and 
.several other questions in whioh trade 
relations of the Dominion with other 
c ountries is an important factor. 

Thinking and enquiring about mi- 
ll irta suggests the aubject of taxation 
What were the duties paid on these im 
ports? The Trade returns tell us that 
tliey amounted to a pretty big sum. 
The whole amount', of customs duties 
paid by the people of Canada last year 
was S'23,784,523. Wo find from tlieae 
apparently dry t.diles that the ])ercent- 
a;,e of duty paid on the total value of 
^odds ontpriM.! for poiisuiiiptioii dutiable 
ird free wa.s 21.1J.J. That ia, every hun 

• I red dollars worth of goods imported in 
to the Dominion paid to the Government 
a tax of 821.65. I!y this calculation no 
goods ul all are fiTc.

.dil.-. The reader of the tables will fin 
that eafimaling the ptjpulation of the 
Dominion at 5,075,855, the people of

The intelligent' seeke^;;aft<r.commer 
cial kuowledge will like'- to knOw what 
the exports of the Dominion aro com 
posed of and what are their relative 
liroportioiiB. This, too, he cai 
readily lind when ho learii.s to ex 
tract from tho t.iblea the inforina 
liui they contain. Ono of them 
tells him that agricultural produce 
vvliich of course includes animals and 
their products, form tho staple 
export of tho Dominion. Their 
valiK' was last year ?;)7,.'i08,SlS. 
Th.^ contributions of tho farinera 
Htoek laisera are placed in the ro- 
I aril under two lieads, one is agricul- 
tural products and the other is animals 
a!id their produce; the value of tho 
loriner was 813,414,111, and of the lat- 
'er :;'23,8!)1,707. After farm produce 
limlier i» the next imporlHiit export, its 
oilue, was $'j;),0 13,1)07. The produoo of 
the fisheries collies next, their value ia

to be more than four millions and a-half 

of dollars. Let us hope that before very 
l,5i)g it will greatly exceed that ooni;_ 
paratively small sum. 

If the student is a Britiah Columbian 
he will like to knov,' Bome';hing- about 
the -trade of his own province. Tho 
trade and navigation returns will readi- 
ly satisfy so laudable a curiosity. Ho 
will learn from them that the exports of 
this province last year are valued ct 
$4,334,200, that Britiah Columbiana 
sent to Great Britain $873,425 worth of 
the produots of their industry, aud that 
the*i value 'of ' the ' proportion sent to 
the United States was $2,819,185. The 
balance went to various countries. It 
is unfortunate that we can not get in 
tlie.so trade returns any idea of the 
amount of iutercoloniul trade. It would 
bo satisfactory iu luakiug an estimate of 
tlie industry of this province to be able 
III find out tha proportion of its pro- 
ducts that were sent out to the other 
parts of the Dominion. The quantity 
of British Columbia products go- 
in that direction ia considor- 
liblo and is increasing every year. The 
tudent will, however, find by these re- 
turns that the United States is far and 
awuy British Columbia's beat customer, 
and that at a considerable distance 
(ireat Britain comes next. Canada's po- 
ition us & customer cannot be ascer- 
tained, and other countries, althougli 
their trade is not to be despised, are in 
a commercial aonse comparatively un- 
important. 

The total imports of the province 
were $.1, 809,78(1. Of these 83,002,640 
were dutiable and §807,140 free. The 
amount of duty paid was nearly one 
million, the exact figures being $974,075. 
The viihie of goods imported from (Jreat 
Kritaiii was 891)0,139 ; tlie imports from 
the United States aro sot down at 82,- 
1121, 954. The liritiah goods paid in du- 
ties S290,'257, those from the United 
.Stales $485,938. From a comparative 
table the enquirer will find that British 
Columbia is steadily advancing in com- 
mercial iinportance. Here are the fig- 
ures for tho last three years:

The Seattle Po.st-Iiitelligeneer states 
that it is now annouiieed that the North- 
ern Pacific railroad will not only expend 
half a million or more dollars i'l termin- 
al iinprovcnionts in .Seattle, but that il 
ivill build a belt line around the city, 
and will push a northern e.Nteiisinn 
through to the boundary of Britisli 
Columbia. Mr. II. .S. liuaoii, priiieip.tl 
issistaiit engineer of tho road, is author- 
ity for this announcement of the com- 
pany's intentions. To a Post-Intelli- 
gencer reporter who culled u])on Mr. 
Huson, while the latter was iu the city 
ycstei'ilay, the following statement was 
made : 

"I received instructions from liead- 
1 1 nil rtera this morning," said Mr. Huson, 
" to start a survey from Seattle, 
straight north to the boundary line of 
the IJnited States and British Columlda. 
It has been the purpose of the coinp.iny 
for a long time to build such a road, 
but it was only yesterday that die 
board of directors authorized its con- 
struction. I shall have surveying par- 
tics in the field before the end "of the 
week, and as soon as the line is located 
graders will follow close upon tlie sur- 
veyors. 

"The lino, as I have it mapped out, 
will keep buck from the .Sound. There 
is a very rich country to run through 
there, and I think it will pay us well to 
open it. Sjiurs will, of course, be run 
to the .Sound as feeders. One of these 
will probably go to Bollinglnun Hay 
towns, and the other, perhaps, to Ship 
liarhor. 

"It ill about 100 miles from .Seattle to 
the boundary line, and our road will not 
■_'i eatly exceed that distance, although 
the feeders will bring the mileage up fi 
lot) miles or more. 1 do not know what 
arrangements have boon made for eon- 
iieetions across the border; but I pre- 
sume some local company will be organ- 
ized lo Iniild from our ti'riniiius into 
New Westminster and Vancouver. 1 i X'.'rlli 
tell you t he Northern Pacific has been 
ainused to the importance of this won- 
derful .Sound trade and from this time 
on il is in the field, and it will extend 
Its lines and feeders to every point 
where traffic may be secured. Our nor- 
thern extension will cost us about $.3,- 
1100,000, an average of 820,000 per 
mile. "

His ver- 
sion of the alfair was t hut he remarked 
to Aid. Vigeliiis, ,a the poHing buoih, 
that while I lie ward had already two 
fair men in. the council il was an outrage 
that tlie the lily should be 
put lo the e.\)K'iise of an 
election by the candidature of 
a confessed .swiiidli.r. Dr. .Morrison 
asked the roliiriiiiig oilieer to have him 
ejected, and allhough Aid. Vigeliua had 
appointed him his agent, he left the 
booth rather than have any Irotiblo. Ho 
returned afterwards, but was careful to 
avidil Dr. .Morrison, whom he did not 
strike, nor had any intention of strik- 
ing. .No blows were exchanged, al- 
though demonstrative language was 
iLscd oil both sides. 

Hia honor, on the witness leaving the 
box — "Tho evidence says that you 
olTered to give $30 for the privilege of 
"posting" l)r. Morrison in the face." 

Defendant replied that he had Tm re 
ineinbrauue of having used sucli un ex 
prcsslon,' nor was he in the habit 
of using « 'such phraseology. He 
then addressed the court in his own 
behalf, and the case ' was finally closed. 

His iionor thereupon produced a let- 
ter, signed with the name of oncFulford, 
which he had received by mail and 
which was in connection with this case, 
and wliieh he had handed to the Hon.
